And now come the railroad engineers 
and conductors demanding an Increase 
of 40 per cent in wages and with 
threat to atrike if they do not get .it. 
And the public muat pay the . bill 

This la perhaps as good a time aa 
win ever come to settle with the nn- 
American outlaws who are leading la 
bor into anarchy and into ilestruction. 
The^temper of the public is Juat alraut 
right to put these fellowa where they 
belong, ICven Congress seems to ■ b« 
up to the iMiInt of enacting legislation 
long needed but always rejected be 
cause the politicians of that body were 
afraid of the un-American votaa. With 
wages higher than ever before known 
the trainmen would tie.up the rail- 
roads In a den^and for a huge ransom. 

The high cost of living Is no good 
reason in their case. It Is only an ex- 
cuse. If they and all other classes, in- 
cluding the returned soldiers, will go 
to work and quit interfering with the 
production of needed goods the 'high 
cost of living will soon be reduced. 
Strlkera and slackers are doing more 
to cause high prices than any other 
class. 

A large percentage of men are not 
giving honest service In their Jobs.Thls 
la aliroys true In times of high wages 
and prosperity. One manufacturing 
Arm tliat w» know of is employing the 
same number of men it used eight 
years ago. The men are receiving 
nearly twioe as much wages aa then, 
but the production of the factory Is 
Just BO per cent of what It waa at that 
time. The men work an little as they 
please and defy their employers be- 
cause the union protects them in their 
dishonest practice and prevents their 
discharge. The excessive cost Is add- 
ed to the price of the goods and we, 
the people, pay it. And we are get- 
ting very tired of the Injustice. 

As we have often said before, unions 
honestly and fairly conducted would be 
valuable to the wo^klng classes, but 
they Invariably become the tools of 
professional organizers and anarchist 
leaders who are too lazy and dishonest 
to work. The power of the union is 
then shamefully abused. Oood Amer- 
ican citizens who have joined are In- 
timidated when the leaders decide to 
Strike and they ore forced to stop 
work when they would prefer to ton - 
tlaUe. 

Railroad Itrikes should be prohibit- 
ed by national law. Men who do not 
want to work at railroading srfould go 
Into other lines where they can strike 
without ruining the entire country. 
Railroad train* are absolutely essen- 
tial to the life of the country and its 
oltlsens and must be kept running. 



U.S. COURT ORDERS 
COAL STRKE CALLED 
OFFBYOFHOALS 



.Judge Andersen, of the I'niled .states 
court at Indianapolis, heard the case 
against the officials of the coal miners 
union last Saturday, Instituted by the 
government. He ordered the offlclalH 
to call off the strike by Tuesday noon 
The union officials held long sessions 
behind clo.sed doors, but Anally Issued 
an order calling oft the strike. 

This order has been oomplled with 
to some extent but the worst element 
of the miners show a stubborn attitude 
and are not.yet back at work. 

The leaders were defiant before th 
i-ourt took action and almost declared 
they would not abide by the decision 
If adverae. But the positive UngiUMre 
in which Attorney Oeneral Palmer an- 
awered these declarations, and the 
wamipgs he gave them brought them 
to time. 

Judge Anderaoh declared from the 
bench that this strike was the "most 
lawless thing I ever saw In my life. I 
consider this rebellion. The govern- 
ment Is supreme even to the labor 
union.' 

The government waa determined to 
use all its power to suppress this an- 
archistic movement and the action la 

t.enrtlly approved by tlic public. 



Price of Paper Now 

Hij^her Than Ever 



The price of white paper used by 
dally and weekly newspapers is now 

more than three times as high as be- 
fore the war, and the prediction Is 
made that It will reach about Ave 
times the former price. Not only is 
this true, hut paper Is getting so scarce 
that It may be Impossible to buy It at 
any priri- within the next few months. 

In view of the situation the large 
dally newspapers have bought the en- 
tire products of the large mills for the 
year 1920. This Increaaes the scarcity 
so far as the general trade is concern- 
ed and makes an alarming situation. 
Ijack of labor and the enormous wages 
demanded are said to be the chief 
causes. 



BOOST THE BOND 
ISSUE TOBEVOTED 
ONDJCEHBER 20 



The petition for a bond issue to build 
good roads in Lawrence county calla 
for four roads. One to the Morgan* 
Gailott line by way of Blaine; one to 
Boyd and Carter; one to Johnson coun- 
ty, and one to Martin county. These 
all are Inter-bounty seat roods, such aa 
are entitled to receive aid from the 
State and nation. With the aid that la 
expected from these sources thtk bond 
Issue should build the shortest of these 
roads to the county lines and the oth- 
ers almost to the lines. 

Based upon a casual estimate mode 
by a State Road engineer who has been 
building hard roads in southeastern 
Kentucky, I,awrence county could build 
these roads aa far as ' augcested 
above. 

This would put a hard road along 
side or within easy reach of 76 to 60 
per cent of our population. And When 
this shall be accomplished the rest iifill 
be done within a reasonable time. 
Costs You Nothing Extra. 

Bonding La*rence county to build 
roads will not Increase, the taxes of 
the citisens and therefore will not Cost 
them an extra dollar. Not only ao, 
but the state and nation makes us a 
present of hundreds of thousands of 
dollara. Tin i-xpendlture of nearly a 
million dollars In the county for build- 
ing theae roads will give everybody a 
chance to share in the prosperity re- 
sulting therefrom. Th^n we get the 
good roads which is the greatest ad- 
vantage of all. And all this without 
paying any more taxes than we are, 
now paying without getting any ro- 
sulta. 

'Who would be unwise enough to vote 
against a bond issue for roads under 
all these conditions? 

The money will not be squandered 
or grafted or unwisely spent. State 
and government engineers locate aifd 
supervise the building of the roads and 
the Fiscal Court has appointed an ad- 
visory board of citizens to confer with 
the court on the work.

Important Court Decision. 
The Appellate Court of Kentucky has 
Just rendered a decision that makes 
the handling of State Aid money much 
eaaier and more practical. 

Affirming the Ballard Circuit Court, 
in the case of J. A. Short and others 
against the Fiscal Court of Ballard -co., 
the Court of Appeals ruled that a fis- 
cal Court is not obligated to approp- 
riate the 9tate aid fund for the com^ 
pletion of any particular interrcounty 
seat road. 

On the contrary. Un decided that the 
Fiscal Court had the right to place the 
state aid funds in the general road 
fund and use It In the nuUntenance and 
construction of any roads in the coun- 
ty to which the Fiscal Court sees prop- 
er to apply. ,

The other -colored soldiers 
from here doi^bted the report that 
Arble had been killed until it was 
Anally conflrmed by the government. 

He was Insured for ten thousand 
dollaiH for the lienedt of his brother 
Tom, who was rejecte<l by the army 
on account of physical disability. Tom 
will receive 157.60 per month. 

Thus It will be seen that the colored 
youth did a thing that many white 
soldiers refused to do — Inaure their 
llvee. He was a son of Oeorge and 
Tillle WllUamaon, respectable colored 
people of Loulaa who died years ago. 



TRAINMEN THREATEN 
ANOTHER STRIKE 



And now come the railroad engineers 
and conductors demanding an Increase 
of 40 per cent in wages and with a 
threat to strike If they do not get.lt. 
And the pnblic must pay the. bill. 

This Is perhaps as good a time aa 
will over come to settle with the un- 
.\merican outlaws who are leading la- 
bor Into anarchy and into deatructlon. 
.Th^tamper of the public la juat about 
right to put these fellows where they 
belong. Even Congresg seems to be 
up to the point of eiukcting legislation 
long needed but always rejected be- 
cause the politicians of that body were 
afraid of the un-American votes. With 
wages higher than ever before known 
the trainmen would tle>up the rall- 
ads In a detfinnd for a huge ransom. 
The liin'i cost of living is no good 
reason in their case. It Is only an ex- 
cuse. If they and all other classes. In- 
cluding the returned soldiers, will go 
to work and quit Interfering with the 
production of needed goods the high 
cost of living will soon be reduced. 
Strikers and slnckerH are doing more 
to cause high prices than any other 
class. 

A large percentage of men are not 
glying honest aervice in their Jobs.Thls 
la always true in times of high wages 
and prosperity. One manufacturing 
Arm that we know of Is employing the 
aame number of men It used eight 
years ago. The men are receiving 
nearly twice as much wages as then, 
but the production of the factory is 
Just 50 per cent of what It wa.s ut that 
time. The men work as little as they 
please and defy tbelr employers be- 
cause the union protects them in their 
dishonest practice and prevents their 
discharge. The excessive cost Is add- 
ed to tlie price of the goods and we, 
the people, pay it. And we are get- 
ting very tired of the Injustice. 

As we have often said before, unions 
honestly and* fairly Conducted would t>e 
valuable to the working classes, but 
they invariably become the toola of 
professional organizers and anarchist 
leaders who are too lazy und dishonest 
to work. The power of the union la 
then shamefully abuaed. Qood Amer- 
ican cttlxena who have joined are In- 
timidated when the leaders decide to 
strike and they are forced to stop 
work when they would prefer to con- 
tinue. 

Railroad Itrlkes should be prohibit- 
ed by national law. Men who do not 
want to work at railroading sltould go 
Into other lines where they con strike 
without ruining the entire country. 
Railroad traifla are absolutely essen- 
tial to the life of the cbuqtty and lu 
oltiseps and must be kept running.

U.S. COURT ORDERS 
COAL STRIKE CALLED 
OFF BY OFFICIALS 



Judge Andersen, of the TTnited States 
court at Indianapolis, h.-anl the case 
against the officials of the coal miners 
union last Saturday, Inatltuted by the 
government. He ordered the ofriclals 
to call off the strike by Tuesday noon. 
The union officials held long sessions 
behind closed doors, but finally Issued 
an order calling off the atrlke. 

This order has been complied with 
to some extent, but the worst element 
of the miners show a stubborn attitude 
and are not >>et back at work. 

The leadens were deflant before the 
court took .ictlon and almost declared 
they would not abide by the decision 
If adverae. But the positive language 
In which Attorney General Palmer an- 
swered these declarations, and the 
wamlsgs he gave them brought them 
to time. 

Judge Anderaon declared from the 
bench that this strike was the "most 
lawless thing I ever saw in my Ufe. 1 
consider this rebellion. Tbe govern- 
ment Is supren^ even to Uie labor 
union.' 

The government wits determined to 
use all its power to suppress this an- 
archistic movement and the action is 
heartily approved by the public. 



Price of Papa* Now 

Higher Than Ever 



The price o^ white paper used by 
daily and weekly newspapers la now 
more than three times as high aK Ix'- 
tore the war, and the prediction is 
made that It will reach about, five 
times the former price. Not only la 
this true, but paper Is getting so scarce 
that it may be Impossible to buy It at 
any price within the next few months. 

In view of the situation the large 
dally newspapers have bought the en- 
tire products of the large mills for the 
year 1920. This increases the scarcity 
so far as the general trade is concern- 
ed and makes an alarming situation. 
Lack of labor and the enormous wages 
demanded are said to be the chief 
causes. 



BOOST THE BOND

The petition for a bond issue to build 
good roads in Lawrence eotmty calls 
for four roads. One to the Morgaji* 

Klllott line by way of Blaine; one to 
lioyd and Carter; one to Johnson coun- 
ty, and one to Martin county. These 
all are inter-dounty seat roads, such oa 
are entitled to receive aid from the 
State and nation. With the aid that Is 
expected from these sources thiS bond 
iHHiie .should build the shortest of -these 
rn;ulH 1,1 the county lines and the oth- 
ers almost to tlie lines. 

Based upon a castial estimate mad* 
by a State Rocd engineer who has been 
building hard roads in southeastern 
Kentucky, Lawrence county could build 
these roads as far as suggested 
above. 

This would put a hard road along 
side or within easy reach of 76 to 80 
per cent of our population. And when 
this shall be accomplished the rest wUl 
be done within a reasonable time. 
Costs Vou Nothing Extra. 

Bonding Laurence county to build 
roads will not Increase the taxes of 
the dtlapns and therefore will not cost 
them an extra dollar. Not only so, 
but the state and nation makes us a 
present of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. The expenditure of nearly a 
million dollars In the county for build- 
ing these roads will give everybody a 
chance to share In the prosperity re- 
sulting therefrom. Then we get the 
good road.s which is the greatest ad- 
vantuKc of all.

Just rendered a decision that makes 
the handling of State Aid money much 
easier and more practical. 

AfFlrmlng the Ballard Circuit Court, 
in the^case of J. A. Short and others 
against the Fiscal Court of Ballard -co., 
the Court of Appeals ruled that a Ms- 
cal Court la not obligated to approp- 
riate the iptate aid fund for the com- 
pletion of any particular Interrcoiinty 
seat road. 

On the contrary, decided that the 
Fiscal Court had the right to place the 
state aid funds in the general road 
fund and use it in the maintenance and 
oonstruotion of any roads In .the coun- 
ty to which the Fiscal Court sees prop- 
er to apply.

The Communtty'a Dabt ta tha Sehaola. 

Fifty, perhapa twenty-flve yeara ago, 
people were discussing the debt which 
the school owed to the community. It 
was not an uncommon thing for a 
hraKBlni; lax-payer to boast of the 
fact that the teachera of the schools 
were Indabtad to him for their .dally 
bread — to make even the teachers feel 
that they were p^ild their wages malftly 
through the charity of the community 
In which they taught. The sch9ols in 
the amall towna and villagea were rude 
structures with no convanlencea. The 
people would have considered It a 
sinful waste of money to put In mod- 
ern Improvements, such as sclentiflc 
Ijilinrjitorlcs. gymna.'slums and special 
vocational courses. Bven in the clUef 
when theie things were granted, it WM 
usually with the air of humoring a fow 
foolish dreamers. 

But how these ideas have changed 
<n the post few years! A good school 
la ii Ilvt wira , tn anj^ oomAitonity. Thp7 
have a grMter sonneetlon with the 
outside world than almost any other 
unit In the community and their iplrlt 
is more widely felt. If that spirit Is a 
boosting spirit the results are surpris- 
ing. After graduatl<v> the students gto 
their varlou* ways — some to college or 
profeaatoiuil schools — some to farm or 
otherwise make their living in other 
communities. If they go with a iplrlt 
to boost their home town what a tre- 
mend<»i» advantage it ia for that town- 
Think of the people they will meet who 
are. perhaps looking for luat such a 
town. And the teachers, what ot them? 
They are constantly changing thei^ 
positions, and if you have treated them 
as you should and they see thaSyour 
town is a live and growing thing they 
ore not going to keep still about it 
when they go to another community to 
teach. Neither will they keep still If 
the opposite condition Ih true. 

This Is only one of the .ulv.uil.iKes 
ot good schools— ond we might say a 
minor one. Think Of the good dtlsens 
your school' gives you. Think how it 
billlds up your young people's civic 
pride — how it te<iches them right 
thinking knd right living. And It Is 
only by right thinking and right living 
that we can ever hope to achieve auc- 
ceaa for ourselves or for our town or 
for our country. Don't grow "hard- 
shelled" toward the blessings of a good 
srhool In your community, for they 
are many and varied.

Many young people, and older ones 
too for thftt matter, t«ke a very strange 
atUtude^ toward their work-~thelr 
"Joba" parhapa we ahould aay. In thb 
nrat pteee, ainoa thoae of ua who have 
to work for a living spend the greater 
part of our lives at it, our work should 
Intereat us, or our lives will not Inter- 
est aa. Moat of jia are aotnally working 
at laaat olyht hours a day, and eight 
houra wf spend In sleep supposedly. 
Tharieavea ua eight hours to eat, tend 
to a few necessary things, and get what 
amusement we con out of life, BUPi>os- 
Ing that we And our work uninterest- 
ing. Knowing this, why Is It that ao 
many i>eo|)le take work simply fbr a 
Job and they do not seem to care par- 
ticularly whether it interests them or 
not. It is merely a job, and they look 
forward to closing tlma aa If It meant 
a release from prison. Now there are 
plenty of Jobs in the world, jobs to (It 
all kinds of people, and ^ou might just 
as well be enjoying those eight hours 
that you siiend each day working, as 
to have them drag their slow and un- 
lntereatlng,way.V>. an end- Get a Job 
that flts you and then keep It. 

This lileix of changing Jobs Is a very 
wrong one but It is evidently quite 
common. It Is a poor policy to follow 
for aaveral reasono. In the first place. 
It ia a poor raoommandatlon to any 
amployar. Bran though ymi may have 



left all your position*' voluntarily It 
looks a little strange to him, and aTso 
he may not wish to hire anyone who 
is likely to "jump his job" at any min- 
ute. Then In the second place, Jf yoi^ 
change jobs so often, you never give 
one job -time enough to devtiop so 
that you can really tell whether you 
like it or not. And you never give 
your employer time enough to develop 
you. Though you may have {he great- 
est faith In your own powera, he taiowa 
nothing about them, and he'a not gotiig 
to take your word for it. Tou have 
got to show him by actual work what 
you can do, and that you are able to 
nil a higher position and claim a higher 
wage, befor* he Is going to give It to 
you. So don't be^ In such a hurry to 
change. Get an Interesting job and 
one for which ybu are Utted and you 
wont want to change.
